The latest forecast by the Agricul- 
ture department of cotton production 
this year is 15,159,000 bales—third larg- 
est in history. This is 554,000 bales 
mcre than the estimate a month ago. 

If the forecast is accurate, and re- 
ports over the cotton belt indicate 
bumper production, federal curbs on 
the 1954-crop are inevitable. Whether 
it wants to or not, the administration 
must fall back on the old New Deal 
depression medicine—crop quotas. 

Agricultural officials have said that 
a 1£53 crop of 12,000,000 bales or more 
would create a cotton surplus. Under 
present laws, Mr. Benson must invoke 
such controls as are necessary to adjust 
production to demand next year. He 
has until Oct. 15 to set acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas. 

All of which brings up the age-old 
arguments about the justice of such 
controls, of crop price supports and of 
subsidies in general. They do not solve 
basic ‘problems of farm: economics— 
they only prolong them by providing 
a substitute for actual solution. 

However, it is difficult to see how 
a free market economy can operate for 
the farmer while labor, industry and 
other groups maintain their guarantees. 

This problem was pointed up by 
Walter Reuther, CIO president, in a 
Labor Day address. Mr. Reuther called 
for enough purchasing power in. the 
hands of all-Americans to balance the 
country’s great productive capacity. He 
was, of course, thinking of increasing 
industrial dollar wages—accomplished 
in the past by strikes, wage-hour laws 
anc. other devices. 

Increased industrial wages, guaran- 
teed by government, and tariff restric- 
tions to protect the manufacturer, while 
the farmer goes it alone in unrestricted 
production and on a free market, create 
a lopsided economy that simply can- 
not function. Decreasing farm income, 
accompanied by rising prices of prod- 
ucts the farmer must buy, means even- 
tual ruin, not only for the farmer, but 
for the segments of industry and labor 
depending upon him as a market. 

Guarantees to labor and to industry 
mean proportionate guarantees must be 
made to the farmer, usually in thinly 
disguised subsidies and production con- 
trols. Raising the “purchasing power” 
in the manner of which Mr. Reuther 
specks means raising the cost of goods 
preduced by labor, which in turn means 
more subsidies for the farmer and in- 
creases in social security and old-age 
benefits for those who have retired as 
income producers if they are to hold a 
relative position. 

As desirable as it looks, attainment 
of an absolutely free economy in this 
country involves more than just free- 
ing. the farmer. It would -mean that 
industry and labor, too, must give up 
government guarantees and protections.

From ‘Civilian’ Ranks 


President Dwight Eisenhower's ap- 
peintment of Martin L. Durkin as Sec- 
retary of Labor came as a surprise to 
almost everyone in the nation, espe- 
cially to politicians. 

Not only was Durkin a Democrat, 
not only was he active in the labor 
movement, but he. was president of a 
national union, the AFL plumbers’ 
unicn. 

The skeptics said they would wait 
anc see. They sat with their fingers 
crossed as they watched what looked 
like a noble experiment. 

Now they have seen. 

Mr. Durkin is a man of high princi- 
ple. He found that he could not fill 
a post that required service to all the 
people when his experience and his al- 
Yegiance had been to a special class. 
So he resigned. 

That leaves it up to the President. 
We trust he has learned his lesson, that 
in choosing a successor to Martin Dur- 
kin he will pick a man who is not di- 
rectly allied either to labor or to man- 
agement, and who can guard the wel- 
fare of all,. not a few. 

Finding one like that won’t be easy. 
We wish the President luck. 

The nation always has insisted on 
a civilian, and not a military man, in 
the Defense post. Likewise, the Labor 
secretary should be a “civilian” and 
not a general from the ranks of labor 
nov a captain of mdustry.

Must Support Schools 


Recent discussions of the Georgia 
school problem seem to have come to a 
comimon conclusion—the local commu- 
‘nity must give more financial support 
to the schools, | 

It one wants to know what is meant 


by support at the local level, he has 


only to ask someone like B. I. Thorn- 
ton, president of the school board in 
Co: dele. 

Speaking to a civic club in his city 
the other day, Mr. Thornton said that 
Cordele is spending every cent of its 
articipated $273,894 and carrying a 
$30,000 debt at the same time. He said 
further that the school board is solely 
dependent on the 10-mill school levy 
included in the city tax structure. 

If the school board is to make ends 
meet, the city must collect every dollar 
of taxes on the books. That is some- 
thing few cities are able to do. If peo- 
ple don’t pay their taxes, then the in- 
come for schools will fall below the 
amount budgeted and the school board 
will come up short. 

To aggravate the situation, the Cor- 
dele board president told his audience, 
the amount of state aid under the 
“chargeback” system is less than antici- 
pated. Thus the local agency must 
make up the difference. 

_ Mr. Thornton told it to them straight. 

“FKither the income must be increased 
or the expenses decreased,” he said. 
“You are going to have to do without 
more teachers, pencil sharpene:s, maps, 
etc., unless you want to pay more taxes 
or to pass the hat.” : 

That is one school board member’s 
statement of a situation and one com- 
munity’s problem. We cite it as typi- 
cal in Georgia. 

The state is playing its part as an 
equalizer among schools. From there 
on it’s up to the separate city and 
county systems. 

More support at the local level 
means raising the tax levy for schools 
and then collecting the taxes that are 
levied. As Mr. Thornton told them at 
Coidele, it’s either that, passing the 
hat or doing without.

Postmaster General Summerfield’s 
plan to put wings. on the lowly 3-cent 
letter and not-so-lowly 2-cent post- 
card should win endorsement from 
miilions who have suffered- from ox-

The idea, far from reality yet, is 
in the testing stages, and will be given 
trial runs on routes between New York 
anc. Chicago and between Chicago and 
Washington. Summerfield’ estimates 
delivery time between these three cities 
could be cut as much as 24 hours. 

Whatever the outcome, it is encour- 
aging to see the nation’s No. 1 post- 
master is concerned with improving the 
deteriorating U. S. mail service. If 
Su~ ~erfield’s plan should prove prac- 
tical for the entire country, and ordi- 
nary mail takes to the skies, no doubt 
the present air mail service thén will 
have to be designated as jet-mail, per- 
haps delivered by rockets.

Tift Teachers Learn 
Soil Conservation 


As a prelude to Soil Conservation 
Week, conservationists in Tift County 
carried the teachers in three of the 
ccunty schools on guided tours of farms 
in the communities where they will be 
ernployed. 

The faculty members saw contour 
tillage, Coastal Bermuda pastures, farm 
pends and waterways planted in Ber- 
muda and other grasses. They learned 
first hand what is being done to save 
the land. 

They are much better equipped to 
teach soil conservation since they have 
seen what is going on within gunshot 
of the schoolhouse, on the very farms 
represented by pupils in their classes. 

These field trips are a comparatively 
new feature. They are a part of a plan 
of teacher orientation which in some 
communities takes the form of “Busi- 
ness Education Day,” when tfe teachers 
visit the factories and learn what the 
community has to offer industrially. 

No classroom teacher can do her job 
adequately unless she knows well the 
environment from which her students 
come. The Tift County soil conserva- 
tior, tours, the “Business Education 
Days” are projects that every commu- 
nity could copy with profit.

every effort was being 
made to keep down the 

gas-fed carnage. 
The week end was 
a big traffic success; 
only nine persons lost 
their lives. Undoubt- 
edly one of the major 
This agency 
put every available man on the road. Cars 
were stopped and drivers asked to produce 
their licenses. The lesson would appear to 
be that each day—not only on _ holiday 
week ends—we must have more men patrol- 
ling. more drivers checked for licenses. 
This will cost money, but the amount is a 
pittance compared to the economic havoc 

of highway doom. 

The director of the Safety Patrol of a 
Southern state was addressing a highway 
conference a few days ago. ‘‘Already,’’ he 
said, ‘‘my state has lost more men this 
year on the highways than we have lost 
in Korea.’’ Every state has its paved 
Heartbreak Ridge, but no principle of sac- 
rifice for brotherhood or democracy is in- 
voived. The sacrifices are laid upon the 
crumpled-steel altar of speed and careless- 
ness and human frailty. 

Just as in war, the heavy-toll of the 
highway comes from the ranks of the young. 
The highway is one of the few reasons civil- 
iars die young. What the statisticians refer 
to formally as ‘‘motor vehicle accidents’”’ 
accounts for most of the deaths between 
the years 15 through 24. 

Here in Georgia’ death on the highway 
is the evil to watch for when one is young. 
Think, yes, of the age-old diseases which 
come to take one away, but think first of 
the highway, for that is the principal ave- 
nue to the other world. The highway is 
the leading cause of death for Georgians 
15 to 25. It is the second leading cause 
for their younger brothers and _ sisters, 
5 to 14. 

Science has its definite drawbacks. The 
mer in white have brought the shots and 
pills and salves which turn aside death, but 
at the same time science has brought us 
more and faster cars to take the place of 
the fatal illnesses of dld. 

Answer to highway safety lies in all 
directions: better legislation, better safety 
patrolling, better highways, better automo- 
biles, and—most of all—better drivers. 

Every chance one takes on the highway 
is a loaded-dice gamble, and the junkyard 
is fast becoming the national monument.

Dulles Has Lesson To Learn About 


Intervening in Foreign Elections 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Dulles 
has been widely taken to task for his inter- 
ference in European election affairs. His 
most recent offense was the comment he 
made prior to the West German election 
in which he outspokenly warned the voters 
it would be ‘“‘disastrous’’ for them to turn 
out the Adenauer government. Prior to 
thet he was accused of intervening in the 

Italian elections. Some 

of the mildest criticism 

‘hurled at him has been 

that his action was 

“both surprising and 

regrettable,’’ an opinion 

expressed by The Wash- 

ington Evening Star, 

a conservative Republi- 

can publication. Others 

have carried the attack 

much further. Lucky 

ad for Dulles that Con- 

gress was not in session at the time or he 

would have heard-much more of the mat- 

ter. He was lucky also in having the Ger- 

man election turn out as it did, with a 

sweeping victory for Adenauer and his 

Christian Democrats who are favorable to 
our program in Western Burope. 

If the election had gone differently or 
had even been close our Secretary of State 
would have been held to blame. In that 
case popular demands would have arisen 
for his removal. As it is, his offense ap- 
parently has been minimized by the re- 
sults. Even so, Eisenhower was disturbed 
enough by the Dulles remarks to summon 
him for a conference on the subject. 

In saying what he did about the West 
German elections Dulles was no doubt giv- 
ing a straightforward answer to a ques- 


tion put to him at a press conference. It 
was no secret, of course, that our interests 
lay in a victory for the Christian Demo- 
crats and that we hoped they would win. 
But experience—often unhappy experience— 
dictates that it is unwise for us to inter- 
vene in foreign election affairs. 

History has shown it is not even wise 
for an administration or a president to 
intervene in domestic politics. The voters 
too often resent such interference. The 
late President Roosevelt learned the bitter 
fruits of that lesson in his attempted purge 
campaign of 1938 when the three United 
States senators he sought to have elimi- 
nated in the elections of that year were 
returned by comfortable majorities. 

Anything that smacks of interference in 
the domestic political affairs of another 
country is usually resented even more. We 
saw how that boomeranged several years 
ago when we sought to influence Argentine 
voters against Peron in an election there. 

Naturally the opposition forces in Ger- 
many resented Dulles’ conduct. If they 
had won the election instead of the Chris- 
tian Democrats, it would have been much 
more difficult for us to deal with them, 
even though they were not sympathetic to 
the Communist cause. 


Dulles will have to learn to restrain his. 


tongue in dealing with foreign domestic 
political situations: Some day he may find 
himself backing the wrong horse and when 
that happens his usefulness will be de- 
stroyed. We can best appreciate the situa- 
tion by imagining what our own reactions 
would be if some foreign government offi- 
cial tried to tell us how we should vote in 
a presidential election.

(1) “In that period of human history now 
known as the ‘‘Dark Ages’’ it was the Chris- 
tian Church that salvaged enough out of the 
roaring waters to provide foundations for 
a new civilization. 

(2) “In spite of the perpetual pressure 
of materialistic interpretations of life, the 
Church has kept alive the sense of the sue 
pernatural . .. it has planted among the 
deepest convictions of mankind the belief 
that man came from God, that life has a 
purpose and a divine destiny. 

(3) “‘Against the despots and tyrants who, 
by their totalitarian philosophies, have ex- 
alted the state and exploited man, the 
Church has gone on fighting for democracy 
and universal education. 

(4) ‘“‘Amid the swirling tides of lust and 
license the Church has stood like a rock of 
decency and purity. 

(5) “While others preach a gospel of the 
survival of the fittest, the Church goes on 
proclaiming the ancient message of the re- 
vival of the unfit... The Bible speaks em- 
phatically of man’s plight but with equal. 
cériainty and conviction of Christ's power. ~ 

(6) “‘While men and nations in rampant, 
selfishness are demanding their rights, the 
Christian Church continues to fill the earth 
with sacrificial ministers, devout laymen, 
unselfish doctors, nurses and teachers, who‘ 
ask only for the privilege of serving their 
fellows. These do not say, ‘The world owes 
me a living,’ but ‘1 owe the world a life.’ ”’ 

(7) ‘‘When this earthly life is finished and 
death appears, it is the Church, with its 
story of broken sepulcher and risen Lord, 
thet puts a star of hope in the blackest night 
and sings ‘a song of morning.’’ 

In this day of fear and frustration and 
turmoil, it is no wonder the people crowd 
the sanctuaries of the Church. We are not 
surprised that more young men and women 
than ever before are presenting themselves 
to the Church for full-time service. No 
other institution offers to human hearts the 
peace and the courage: they find at the al- 
tars of the Church.

They present probably the finest 
physical scenery around the conference. 

Alabama can count among its blessings a backfield no less 
thrilling than Georgia Tech’s, and perhaps a shade more so 
because of greater efficiency at quarterback. Kid Bart Starr, 
now a sophomore of poise, succeeds Clell Hobson with superior 
passing and equal running ability. Corky Tharp was cam- 
paigned out of all-SEC office last season only because Bobby 
Marlow had seniority on him. Bobby Luna is the other skitter- 
ing halfback, and Drew himself proclaims Tommy Lewis, 195 
and a shot-out-of-a-gun starter, the finest fullback he has had 
at Alabama. 

Ralph Carrigan at center should give Larry Morris of Tech 
his stiffest battle for all- conference the Ed anata at tackle 


Bobby Luna Tommy Lewis Ed Culpepper Bud Willis 

has already been designated all-America in a couple of polls, and 
his credentials include two lettering seasons as a freshman and 
a sophomore, 225 pounds and exceptional mobility, all developed 
in Bradenton, Fla. Bud Willis, the bronze-toned Georgian from 
Tifton, was one of the better defensive ends in the league. He 
looks just as well on offense and could do the kicking, provided 


barefoot punting were allowed. All this, and he’s the captain, too. 


—Reverence for Those Gone Ahead 


Things have not been running altogether smoothly for Drew. 
The military moved in and grabbed off Jerry Lambert, who would 
have been the left end, and Eddie Pharo, regular defensive half- 
back last season. Billy Shipp, 235-pound tackle, didn’t come in. 
Finances and impending fatherhood grounded him. And they stand 
to lose more to the armed forces because of a new crackdown 
around the campus. 

Drew, who can see potential disaster even in his Sept. 18 
opener with Mississippi Southern, often bursts into tears at 
the roll call of last year’s seniors. Marlow was a bull and a 
sprinter whose passing will demand more and more reverence 
as the season moves on. Both offensive ends, Joe Curtis and 
Hyrle Ivy graduated. So did two tackles, Travis Hunt and Van 
Marcus. So did two of the league’s finest guards, Jerry Wat- 
ford and Jess Richardson, and friend Fred Mims. O. E. Phil- 
lips, the offensive center, is now a high school coach. And 
besides Marlow, scratch Hobson, Bobby Wilson, the top kicker, 
Bob Conway and Bill Kilroy in the backfield. 

That sounds ever so depressing. But you balance the picture 
with what’s coming up for ’53. Willis and Joe Cummings, the 
junior from Muleshoe, Texas, take over at ends, supported by 
three fine sophomores, Curt Lynch, Tommy Tillman and Nick 
Germanos. Lynch is Bama’s finest prospect since Holt Rast. 

Culpepper and George Mason, 205-pound junior, man the 
tackles, with Sid Youngleman (225), Jack Smalley (215) and Billy 
Williams (205), plus a corps of uprising sophomores. Bob Wilga 
and Harry Lee work at one guard and Charlie (Popeye) Eckerly 
and Jim Davis the other. Carrigan must hustle to retain center 
employment, for John Snoderly and Vince DeLaurentis, both 
lettered juniors, are on his heels. 

The ends, then, should be improved, tackles as good as ever, 
guards a bit thin in experience and center as strong as a year ago. 


—Another Sington Just Like Dad 


If you’re an alumnus who wants to make himself unhappy, 
you complain that there’ll never be another Marlow, that nobody 
kicks like Wilson, that you don’t win without guards and that 
Alabama is in danger there, and that there’s no depth in the 
backfield. 

You'll go along with the backfield debate. If Starr came down 
a victim, heaven knows where Drew would go for his quarterback. 

Buster Hill, who weighs 155 carrying his school books, and 
Albert Elmore now run two and three. Neither can meet SEC 
standards yet. 

The Tide command is still trying to make a place for 
Hootie Ingram, the local kid who led the nation in pass-stealing 
(10). He works behind Luna. Tharp’s assistants are Bill Oliver, 
who could be first-string elsewhere, and Osbie Linvill, Bill 
Hollis and Troy Watford, all unlettered. 

It: wouldn’t be proper to present the Alabama picture without 
a brief scene of two freshmen. The old folks will feel a little older 
when Fred Sington Jr. goes on the field. Junior is a tot of 235, 
further advanced now that ‘his all-American dad was at this stage 
of his career. A guard from Yazoo City, Miss., is Cliff (Bo) Col- 
lins. Line coach Lew Bostick considers him the finest freshman 
guard Bama has had in 10 years. Under emergency circumstances 
each could play considerably this season and nobody would suffer 
but the enemy. 

When it comes to a national championship, I'll subscribe 
to Drew’s defense. The SEC will probably never produce a 
national champion as long as the 12 members persist in sec- 
tional assassination. It’s impossible to perceive of any member 
coming out of this dogfight unscratched. 

As for the conference pennant, it’s a question of Drew and 
11 other guys, especially Bobby Dodd. The one who wins in 
Birmingham Nov. 14 will have outcoached the other. 

Dodd, incidentally, has replaced Bob Neyland on Bama’s list 
of public enemies. As I walked away from the practice field at 
Tuscaloosa, one stout spectator hollered: ‘‘Tell Dodd we’re ready
